His manner of Apparel is no leſs to be” admired than che manner 
of his Diſcourſe ; for we are informed that he weareth fuch Habit as was 
never ſeen before : His deportment is alſo very ſtrange, for he waiketh 


* up and dowathe City of Rome Preaching, and admoniſhing to ſerious Re- 


pentance, and giving admirable advice to the people to forſake their ſ1as, 
and turn from their evil ways; and heTays the [/rath of God is kindled 
againſt the Romans ; and alſo adds, that the City of Rome is a ſecond So-. 
dom, and that the tranſgreſſions of the people hath aſcended to Heaven, 
and approached the ears of the Almighty, and that nothing can preſerve 
_ them from'approaching milerics but ſpeedy Repentance, without whiclt 
'he doth aſſert, chat in three years the City of Rowe fhall be utterly des 
firoyed, and conſumed with fire : but nevertheleſs we arc informed, that 
| this man had continued for'the ſpace of eight days Preaching about the 
- City, and his cuſtom is ro go bare-heade(d, and bare-footed, ſtrarige to be- 
hold ; fo the Magiſtrates being offended at his Dorine, forbid him to 
Preach, but he takes no more notice thereof, than ro returp this anſwer,

abandon their Iniquities, which would (if not deſerted) pull down ven- 
gcance upon them in a ſhort time. Now after this, Order was given for 
his confinement, he was frequently viſted by ſeveral Juſtices, who diſ- 
courſed with him in ſeveral Tongues, namely, the Latin, Hebrew, and Cal- 
dean, wherein he was very perfet. Healfo acknowledgeth, that he knew 
well ſuch as love the Goſpel. His diet, and greateſt delicates, is nothing 
but bread and water : He propheſies of many ſtrange things, and the 
time when all wickedneſs in the world ſhould have an end, and every 
' one ſhall ſerve the Lord; then Nation ſhall no more riſe againſt Nation, 
nor Kingdom againſt Kingdom, and all the world ſhall be at Peace: And 
being asked how lony it would be before this bleſſed day will come ; his 
reply was abſolutely, that about the year 1659 would be the end of all 
wickedneſs in the world, and all Nations ſhall live in the fear of the 
L ord; and all the world ſhall be in Peace. His ſtrange and unknown co- 
ming into the City was admired, till at laſt he was exainined by the Ma- 
giſtrate, from whence he came, he anſwered, from a place call:d Glu 
daim in Damas, a City of Gilgal, and ſays he is the Meſſenger of the Al- 
mighty, ſent to Preach Repentance to the ſinful world. But the Jeluirs 
being extremely diſpleaſed with his Do&trine and Diſcourſe, perſwaded 
the Magiſtrates to have him brought before the Pope, to be examine be- 
fore his Holineſs; but he makes but little account of what he is to te try- 
ed in, and ſays he knows what will be his portion, and what ſhall become 
of him, and look'd upon it altogether unneceſſary to Toad him with chains. 
He deſired to ſee the Pope, and without any.difficulty went: to him, and 
ſpake boldly againſt all Tranſgreſſors, and faid what ſhould happen year- 
ly, and that the godly ſhould floariſh, which is particularly ſec forth in 
theſe Propheſies re following, as it is found written and printed, and 
they arc theſe: |

Andin the year 1 701. Jeſus Chriſt shall be made known to all mankind.
